While the big increase in m a rk ­ 
e t ings wjjl be hogs, liv estock men 
said any expansion in the supply 
of one type of m eat autom atically 
eases the demand fo r other types. 
Norm ally hog prices decline as 
supplies increase. 
L ast year, de­ 
spite 
increasing 
demand, 
there 
was only a drop of about % cent 
a pound from the av erage price 
in Septem ber to tha t in December. 
W hether there will be any reac­ 
tion a t all this year remain« to be 
seen. 
Ceiling; Undermined 
The recent steady rise of liv e­ 
stock prici^i has underm ined the 
ceiling structure holding consum ­ 
ers’ m eat costs down to March 
lev els. 
When ceilings on dressed 
m eats went into effect last spring, 
m eat trade experts thought this, 
would tend to stabilize liv esto ck ; 
v alues. But competition for m eat 
from civ ilian consumers, m ilitary j 
buyers and lend-lease exporters so 
whetted demand that cattle rose 
about 16 per ren t and hogs 9 per;

A s Cause ■for Divorces

She is suing him for divorce because when he gets homa 
from his job at a war plant he is too tired to take her dancing. 
That particular case can be dismissed by say ing she is a 
silly woman. 
But it does high-light a problem of the times. 
In thousands 
of marriages today either the husband or wife has suddenly 
taken on ex tra hours of tiring work. 
A husband used to a desk job goes into a war factory — 
and in addition to the work being harder than any thing he has 
done in y ears, he finds that he is putting in a lot of over-time. 
If his wife ex pects him to take her out as often as he 
used to, or to do as much “hired man” work around the house 
and y ard as he once did—they are sure to run into trouble. 
Both Could Do Ex tra Work 
Or, it may work the other way . 
A wife, who has done 
nothing but keep house since she was married, goes out and 
gets herself a defense job. 
If her husband ex pects as much waiting on as he used 
to get, or if he isn’t willing to make allowances for her being 
a little less ready to placate and baby him than she was when 
he was all she had to think about—their marriage is headed for 
trouble. 
For a tired woman who has worked hard all day long at a 
routine job just isn’t likely to be as sweet, and reasonable, 
o r 
as likely to be In a “You-poor-darling-I-know-y ou’re-tired” mood 
as a woman who hasn’t had any thing to do all day but clean 
up a little apartment and cook dinner.

Turning Co ssacks o f 
Area Into Refug ees 


Old 
Russian 
Warrio rs 
Fo rced 
to 
Flee Into 
Mo untains by War 


Moscow — (A P)— Their 
faces 
black from th e ‘ray s of the burn­ 
ing sun 
and the dust 
of battle, 
hundreds of old Cossack warriors, 
with their women and children, 
were driving 
a stream 
of 
live 
stock 
into the Caucasus moun­ 
tains today rather than let them 
fall to the Germans. 
“The 
Cossacks 
have 
been 
in 
many wars,” growled 8 0 y ear old 
Nikolai 
Dmitrivish 
Onuprienko 
to a Red Star 
(army newspaper) 
correspondent. 
“They never have 
become prisoners.” 
His daughter tugged at the old 
man s jacket that bore four an­ 
cient crosses of St. George and 
one of the Red banner. 
"Come along, father, we must 
hurry ,55 she told him. The grum ­ 
bling old warrior trudged along 
while the women and boy s rode 
ox en 
and 
cows, 
driving 
their 
sheep, hogs, and chickens ahead. 
Flee fro m Kuban Villag e* 
The Red Star account was the 
first story of the mass ex odus of 
the Cossacks 
from their beloved 
Kuban villages. 
The roads 
are hot. 
The sun 
beats down. 
The trees are still 
green, 
and 
the 
lush 
fields 
of 
wheat, corn, sunflowers, and to­ 
bacco still wave gently in fitful 
breezes as the saddened columns 
of 
refugees 
hurry 
toward 
the 
sanctuary of the mountains. 
A bedlam of noise 
was heard 
over great areas as the long col­ 
umns 
moved down 
the roads. 
Women, children, and 
old 
men 
constantly were hurry ing along 
the bellowing 
cows, 
hogs, 
and 
bleating sheep.

Cossacks

mountains, determined

Germans would get nothing, the 
arm y newspaper said.

hastily raided trees in the orch­ 
ard.

through Cossack villages, whence 
hundreds have gone to fight since 
July .

had passed down to them through 
g eneratio ns. 
Petro 
Putrusenko 
was 
o ne of 
these. He told how his village 
had sent 40 0 men. some of them 
50 y ears old, to the front. 
Sadly the columns moved 
on 
toward the high Caucasus moun­ 
tains. 
Wo men Ask to Stay 
Some women complained 
that 
they wanted to stay at the front, 
pointing out that the Cossacks do 
not belong in the rear when wars 
are being fought near by . 
But 
wiser 
counsel 
persuaded 
them 
that this is the way to win the 
new ty pe w ar—what y ou cannot 
burn y ou take with y ou, leaving 
the invader as little as y ou can. 
Above the noise of the cattle 
along the dusty roads bearing the 
footprints of war came a cry like 
a chorus: “We will be back.” 
Onward they went, disappear­ 
ing into the long shadows of the 
snow-capped Caucasus ranges.

U. S. Government 
To Take P a r t in 
Fire Prevenlicn 


For the first time in the history 
of Fire Prevention Week the fed­ 
eral government will take an ac­ 
tive part in that annual safety ob­ 
servance. scheduled this 
y e ar for 
the week of October 1-10, 19 42, 
James M. Landis, director of the 
Office of Civilian Defense, 
an­ 
nounced today . 
President 
Roosevelt, 
in 
his 
proclamation setting the date for 
Fire Prevention Week, said that 
the wartime emergency makes it 
“essential that destructive fire be 
brought under stricter control in 
order that victory may be achiev­ 
ed at the earliest date.” and di­ 
rected the Office of Civilian De­ 
fense to assume, with other ap­ 
propriate federal agencies, leader­ 
ship in this y ear’s observance. 
“Heretofore 
F i r e Prevention 
Week has been sponsored by a 
number of organizations in the fire 
safety field,” Director Landis said. 
“Now, 
however, 
the tremendous 
damage done by fire is more than 
ever a national problem, because 
every loss of life, materials o r pro ­ 
ductive time interferes with the 
war effort. 
It is a continuing 
problem that must be dealt with 
every week of the y ear, but Fire 
Prevention Week should mark the 
beginning of a more intensive ef­ 
fort. 
Ag encies Co -o perate 
“Co-operating in this campaign 
are 
organizations 
which 
have 
spo nso red the 
Fire 
Prevention 
Week observance in other y ears," 
Landis stated, "and the Office of 
Civilian Defense is grateful for 
their active support and the bene­ 
fit of their ex perience.” 
The national bodies co-operating 
with the U. S. Office of Civilian 
Defense in this campaign are the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
of 
the 
United States, the Federation of 
Mutual Fire Insurance Companies, 
International Association of Fire 
Chiefs. International Association 
of Fire Fighters, National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, National Bu­ 
reau for Industrial Protection, Na­ 
tional Fire Protection Association, 
National Safety Council and the 
U. S. Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Each of the co-operating organ­ 
izations is providing educational 
and program material to its mem­ 
bership. 
In addition, the OCD is 
addressing letters to regional and 
local Offices of <%vilian Defense 
and to associations in practically 
every field of'endoavor asking that 
they participate actively in the 
campaign. 
Many community ac­ 
tivities as well as activities that 
may be undertaken by individual 
organizations, are "being suggest­ 
ed to educate the public to the ser­ 
iousness of the fire problem and 
the way s in which it can be elimi­ 
nated or at least minimized.
